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In reply to the February 6, 2007 personal interview, Applicants' provide a separate 
record of the personal interview. Applicants also appreciate the courtesies extended by 
Examiners Refai and Donaghue to Applicants' representative during the personal interview. 

During the personal interview, Applicants' representative traversed the rejections of 
claims 2, 3 and 7 under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph; and claims 2, 3 and 7 under 35 
U.S.C. §103(a) over Roy et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,496,859) in view of Bruck et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,801,949). 

As agreed during the personal interview, Roy and Bruck fail to disclose multicasting 
or any of the related claim limitations. 

Furthermore, with regard to the §112, second paragraph, rejection, Examiner Refai 
agreed that the explanations provided in our January 22, 2007 would overcome the rejection. 

It is respectfully requested that the rejections be withdrawn.
